commit his crime by the applause given the diamond 
robbery in this piece), has transformed his play 
“La Poudre d’Or” into a novel. The dramatic 
censors forbid its appearance on the stage. Weare 
rubbing our eyes to see what faults make the story 
so dangerous to public morals as to warrant the 
censor’s veto. The first line of the story is: “In 
1859 San Francisco, the capital of California, was 
burnt to the ground for the fifth or sixth time.” 
The mention of El Dorado carries me back to 
America, therefore let me tell you that M. Emile de 
Colombey relates in his recent publication, “ Les 
Originaux de la Derniére Heure,” this curious anec- 
dote: “When Franklin lived in France, where he 
came to plead the cause of his country’s indepen- 
dence and solicit assistance, his bust was to be 
seen everywhere in Paris. The king (Louis XVI.) 
had the grotesque idea to order a chamber utensil 
to be made at the royal porcelain manufactory of 
Sevres with Franklin’s medallion likeness on the 
bottom. He made a present of this vase to the 
Duchess de Polignac.” M. de Colombey omits 
stating that the reason why Dr. Franklin was so 
unpopular at court. He was a favorite at the Duke 
of Orleans’s residence, the Palais Royal, and the 
court circle detested everybody viewed with favor 
there. The Duchess de Polignac probably felt 
malicious pleasure in offering affronts, even in 
secret, to the philosopher’s face. How little court 
and courtiers dreamed that a dreadful abyss was 
so soon to yawn beneath their feet and swallow 
‘them all up! 
| The friends of M. Alex. Dumas are lustily ap- 
plauding the portraits of Lord Nelson and Lady 
Hamilton, which he has painted in his last novel. 
As the story was published in England before it 
was given us here, you have doubtless seen the 
pictures. He continues to live at Naples, and makes 
rare excursions here. His only daughter made an 
unpleasant appearance recently before one of our 
courts. She sued for divorce from her husband. 
The court refused to entertain her petition. She 
failed to prove all of her charges, which were indeed 
but two—cruelty and neglect. The evidence showed 
her husband to be a man with perhaps his impatient 
moments (where is the man without them ?), but 
singularly tender and attentive to his wife. A little 
attention was instanced on the trial. It appears 
she has a porcelain statue of the Virgin, before 
which she keeps a taper constantly burning. She 
made a journey, and was two months absent from 
home, yet during the whole of this period of time 
the husband regularly fed the lamp, although his 
wife had not so much as hinted such a wish. The 
poor woman was badly brought up. She never 
knew her mother, at least her mother had no share 
in forming her character, for she was never married, 
' and lives in some obscure village in the environs 
‘of Paris, supported partly by her son, the dramatic 
author, and partly by the petty circulating library 
|she keeps. M. Alex. Dumas’s wife (a retired ac- 
'tress) died two or three years ago at Genoa. She 
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had for many years been separated from her hus- 
band; no children issued from their marriage. 
He has another child, which was born two or three 
years ago. The mother is a young actress of one of 
the suburban theatres, who is at present living at 
Naples. M. Alex. Dumas, the younger, has a new 
comedy, which is nearly ready for the Gymnase. 
The first four acts are terminated, and he is well 
on with the fifth. He is, however, hard to please 
with himself. He thinks with Canning, “ Easy 
writing is hard reading.” One of his friends said 
recently: “I have given up hearing Dumas’s pieces, 
because, when I go to his house, under pretext of 
reading me five acts he reads me fifty; and as I 
cannot follow the evolutions of his thought as easily 
as he does, my whole mind, while he is reading a 
new act, is busy wondering what on earth he has 
done with the old act, and I feel as if I was very 
much like the hind who, admiring the new moon, 
turned his head in every direction to discover what 
had become of the old moon, which he admired no 
less than he does its successor.”?’ M. Dumas, the 
younger, writes out act after act again and again 
and again, until he is satisfied with what he has 
composed. He works somewhat as de Balzac 
labored. De Balzac would take an immense sheet 
of paper and write four lines on it; these lines would 
have a broad margin between them. He would 
then throw the page on the floor, When quite 
a pile was formed he would turn them topside down, 
and on the sheet where he had written four lines he 
would write ten, twenty, a hundred. He would 
carry these to the printer, and order the latter to 
print them with very broad margins. As soon as 
he got the proof he would cover the margin with 
“copy,” and send it back to the printer with instruc- 
tions to print it on another sheet with a very broad 
margin. He would go on in this way until the 
exhausted printer refused to send him another proof 
sheet. Is fame to be obtained only at this price ? 

I regret to record the death of M. Sainte Marie, 
who, under the pseudonym of “ Derlay,”’ acquired 
some reputation by his “ book” of the opera * Gra- 
ciosa,” which he wrote with M. Nuitter, and by 
“La Tasse de Thé,” brought out at the Vaudeville. 
The courts of justice have annulled Friar Lacor- 
daire’s will. His family were extremely averse from 
disturbing the testament, but one of his brothers 
loved money much better than the great orator’s 
memory, and brought suit to declare the will void. 
It violated some provisions of the French code 
touching mortmain. He had bequeathed the copy- 
right of all his works (in which his chief property 
consisted) to the religious order of which he was a 
member. The executors of the late Mme. de Swetch- 
ine have erected a hospital to her memory with the 
proceeds of the sale of her works. 

M. Guizot has been in Paris for some days past ; 
but he has returned to his home in Lower Nor- 
mandy. His estate happens to have been a favorite 
retreat of the haughty Thomas a-Becket. He said, 
in a recent letter to one of his old friends: “1 
understand only two sorts of lives—a political life 
and a domestic life.

He attends every sale of pictures and en- 
gravings as regularly as the Marquis of Hertford. 

M. Renan is still forbidden to deliver his lectures 
at the College of France. As he sees no earlier 
chance of appearing in his chair, he has opened a 
private course of Hebrew and Sanskrit at his lodg- 
ing, which is attended by twelve or fifteen students. 
Attacks continue to be made on his book; the most 
remarkable of them are by M. Salvador, a learned 
but rather mystical Jew, who has written several 
works which attracted upon their appearance great 
notice, and by Father Gratry. The former would 
demonstrate that M. Renan has mistaken the mean- 
ing of Hebrew phrases and traditions. The latter 
envelops in one attack M. Renan, M. Littré, and M. 
Havet. His book is entitled “Les Sophistes.” It 
is believed that Father Gratry will be elected a 
member of the Academy of Moral and Political 
Science in the place of the late M. Saisset. We 
were all greatly distressed to hear from the lips of 
the Minister of Public Instruction (who spoke at 
M. Saisset’s grave) that this worthy gentleman died 
without leaving a cent in his house. This is literally 
the truth. His library is already advertised to be 
sold at auction. The government paid all the 
expenses of the funeral. If such be the straitened 
circumstances of a Sorbonne professor who, in ad- 
dition to the $1000 salary he receives from his chair, 
enjoys $300 as a member of the Academy of Moral 
and Political Sciences, and is the author of several 
successful books, what must be the wretchedness of 
humbler writers! Fortunately some of them have 
two strings to their bow, and, when literature fails 
them, resort to the Bourse. Here, and by fortunate 
land speculations, M. Arséne Houssaye (whose works 
have enjoyed an inexplicable success in America) 
has made a considerable fortune, which he seems 
on the eve of greatly increasing by building a 
new winter’s Mabille Garden, where, in addition to

The anniversary of the famous Caveau, illus- 
trated by the songs of Desaugiers and Beranger, was 


all thought of writing a history of Floreuce; but | celebrated a few days ago by a dinner at Pestel’s. 
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One hundred and twenty-five persons, all members 
of the society, sat down to dinner. These, how- 
ever, are not all the song-writers we possess. There 
are no less than eight hundred members belonging 
to the different goquettes in Paris. But Le Caveau 
contains the flower of them, and it is still con- 
sidered an honor among song writers to belong to 
this famous club. I should perhaps say once fa- 
mous club, for at present no people of any distine- 
tion are to be found on its roll, which presents the 
names chiefly of office-holders and the like, who 
present a knack of rhyming and a great deal of un- 
occupied time. It is reckoned that eight-tenths of 
the retired army officers and nine-tenths of the pen- 
sioned public functionaries fill the vacant hours of 
their retirement by writing comedies, scribbling 
songs, or translating Horace. 

It seems the interruption in the publication of the 
correspondence of the first Napoleon is likely to last 
for some time. It is dye to the coarse personalities 


which disfigure the correspondence of his latter | 


years. His abuse of everybody, and especially of 
his brothers, exceeds even the license decency 
accords to the master of thirty legions. As for the 
barrack coarseness of his letters, judge, when in one 
of them he calls Talleyrand “ * in silk stock- 
ings.” We have a new royal author—the future 
Empress of Mexico, the wife of the Austrian Arch- 
duke Maximilian, and daughter of King Leopold of 
the Belgians. She has written and had printed at 
Vienna “Souvenirs de Voyage a bord de La Fan- 
taisie’’ and “Un Hiver dans I’Ile de Madére.”” These 
two volumes the Archduchess Charlotte has dis- 
tributed among her friends, but they are not pub- 
lished for general sale. 

M. Taine has brought out a history of English lite- 
rature in three volumes, which, to my taste, is detest- 
able. A Frenchman cannot understand England 
or English authors. It has been said, and I believe 
with truth, that the Chevalier Bunsen was the only 
foreigner who ever tasted Wordsworth. If Germans, 
with their Protean capacity of adapting themselves 
to the genius of every race, are not supple enough 
to enter into the spirit of English poetry—judge 
the figure Frenchmen (who are the Chinese of Eu- 
rope) must make. M. Taine writes as if he looked 
down upon the Anglo-Saxon race for a people of 
boors to whom he did great honor by noticing. If 
the book falls into your hands, read what he says 
about Burton. If the anatomist of melancholy be 
a favorite, you will throw down the book ; it is im- 
possible to comprehend Burton less. The new 
Official map of France, on which the French topo- 
graphical corps have labored incessantly for sixty 
years, is at last completed. All the maps are on 
sale. M. H. Cocheris, a very profound sckolar and

The printing is to be done 
by Welch, Bigelow & Co., in their choicest style, 
and the paper is to be the best that can possibly be 
manufactured. This is probably the most ex- 
tended and elaborate undertaking in the way of a 
large paper edition that has ever yet been at- 
tempted, and it demonstrates to the trade that there 
is an ample market in this country for the most 
costly literary enterprises, where they possess intrin- 
sic merit and are conducted with taste and energy. 

Mr. Geo. A. Leavirr, New York, advertises in our 
present number a large collection of valuable works, 
which will be sold at auction on March 16th. It is 
one of the choicest collections offered for many years. 

Messrs. A. J. Davis & Co., 6f New York, have in 
press a new work by Mrs. Eliza W. Farnham, en- 
titled ““ Woman and her Era.”

| in this collection. It is better than the author's 
| last book, “ Border and Bastile,” which locates 
| Philadelphia “on the banks of the Susquehanna.” 
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Mr. A. D. F. Ranpotrs will remove from the 
corner of Amity Street, about the first of May next, 
to the commodious store on the corner of Broadway 
and Ninth Street, next door below Goupil’s Art 
Gallery. 

Tur Enxcuisu Epition of Craik’s “ History of Eng- 
lish Literature” being exhausted, its publishers have 
ordered two hundred and fifty copies of the Ameri- 
can reprint, from Mr. Scribner—a proof of the 
fidelity and excellence of the American edition. 

Bisuop CoLenso’s ScnooLBooks.—While nineteen- 
twentieths of the reading public of England are 
much annoyed by Bishop Colenso’s assaults upon 
the traditionary authorship of the Pentateuch, the 
elementary mathematical works, which he wrote 
while a schoolmaster, and before he put his head 
jnto a mitre, are among the most popular text-books 
in schools and for private instruction. There are 
fifteen of these volumes, upon the following sub- 
jects: Arithmetic, Algebra, Trigonometry, and Eu- 
clid. Were he to lose his bishopric to-morrow, the 
profits of these books would yield him a large in- 
come. 

Horrentor Fictioy.—Triibner & Co., London, an- 
nounce “Reynard the Fox in South Africa; or 
Hottentot Fables and Tales, chiefly translated from 
Original Manuscripts in the Library of His Excel- 
lency Sir George Grey, K. C. B., by W. H. J. Bleek, 
Ph. D.,” as in press. 

Smitu’s History oF THE Biste.— The Reader” (a 
London literary and critical journal of very high 
character for ability and justice) publishes an in- 
dex of articles contributed by each of the various 
writers in Dr. W. Smith’s “ Dictionary of the Bible.” 
It occupies six columns in small type, and points out 
what each of sixty-eight contributors have written. 
Among them are the Archbishop of York, and the 
Bishops of Calcutta, Gloucester, and Killalse. The 
work itself is of great fulness and much value. 

Mepicat History- or Encuanp.—In the “ Medical 
Times,” an English periodical of the “ Lancet” class, 
anew and interesting feature this year has been 
introduced. It takes the form of a series of papers 
on the medical history of England. The direction of 
this series is placed under the entire control and 
authorship of Dr. B. W. Richardson, who will person- 
ally visit the localities described. It is promised that 
“the history will comprise special and complete re- 
ports on all the important cities and towns of England; 
including notices of the topography, climatology, 
epidemiology, public health, etiology, hospitals, 
museums, schools of medicine and science, medical 
biographies of the past, medical and scientific so- 
cieties, medical practitioners, and all other matters 
of public and professional interest.”? The opening 
number contained the medical history of Norwich 

‘and Lynn, and Stafford, Wolverhampton, and the 
potteries were to follow in February. Might not 
the idea here embodied be profitably taken up for 
this country by some of our numerous and able 
‘medical periodicals ? 

Tue Story or tak Guns.—This is the title of a 
large volume, published by Mr. J. Emerson Tennent, 
but the English critics say that it is misnamed— 
being not the story of the “guns,” bat of “a” gun. 
It is, in fact, an effort, long and strong, to magnify 
Whitworth and to disparage Armstrong—both be- 
ing gunmakers of renown. 


Rev. Cuar.es Kinastry.—“ A History of England 
for Boys,” written by Professor Kingsley, is an- 
nounced as in the press; also “The Roman and 
the Teuton,” a series of lectures delivered before 
the University of Cambridge, in which the author 
is Professor of Modern History. 
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“Le Mavpit.”—This is the title of a new French 
novel, said to have been written by an Abbé, which 
really is the tedious story of an almost impossibly 
amiable, forbearing, and patient Roman Catholic 
priest, despoiled of fortune, conspired against and 
hunted to his grave by the machinations of the 
followers of Loyola. It has obtained wonderful 
popularity in Paris, where any attack on the Jesuits, 
if severe enough, is certain of having numerous 
sympathizers. 

A Nosie Avtnoress.—Viscountess Strangford an- 
nounces “The Eastern Shores of the Adriatic in 
1863.” It will be illustrated. 

Cuavucer’s Works.—The Rev. J. Earle, late Pro- 
fessor of Anglo-Saxon in the University of Cam- 
bridge, is bringing out, with the assistance of emi- 
nent scholars, a new edition of the works of Geoffrey 
Chaucer, carefully collated from the MSS. and sub- 
sequent editions.

We opened this book with the feeling—which 
would have been deeply disgraceful to us had we 
been in the panel which was to hear the book tried— 
the feeling that we were about to encounter the sort 
of stuff which a religious monomaniac dreams after 
supping on devilled crabs. We were sure that its 





hue would be of that vague and gloomy sort which 
we imagine the Parisian milliner popularized under 
the title, “color of a gentleman’s mind when he 
meditates cutting his throat.” With that candor 
which is the characteristic grace of the reviewers in 
the Lirerary GazettE (derived unto them from 
their great and good grand Mogul, the ample-browed 
and benign publisher—may his shadow never be 
less—nor greater!) we do not hesitate to confess 
that the book is less monomaniacal and more able 
than we had imagined. It is not positively rational, 
except in spots; it is sufficiently mad at best, but 
its madness has more of method than we dreamed 
it would have—its lucid intervals are more frequent 
(though they are few), and its ravings less terrible 
(though they are gloriously wild) than we supposed 
We think, in a word, that Mr. Beecher can be spar 
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the shaving of his head, and the strait-jacket, and | commentators, are most frequently conjoined with 


the handcuffs, and only needs a nicely padded room 
like those furnished to cows on board a first-class 
steamer, to prevent him from hurting himself, when 
he loses his balance and rolls over in his extremely 
daring theological acrobatics. 

We should say from internal evidence that the 
author of this book has read more than he has 
thought, without at all meaning to charge him with 
having read a great deal. To enjoy his book it 
should be read as we judge he has read others, not 
too closely, and with a judicious skipping of what- 
ever may not suit you. To enjoy it more thoroughly 
it should be read as a religious romance—not 
bothering one’s self with the truth of its themes. 
Who ever thoroughly enjoys “ Pilgrim's Progress” 
after he knows it is an allegory? There is Mr. 
Sylvanus Cobb who, if we may trust the posters, 
writes wonderful things for the “ Ledger” (of Messrs. 
Bonner and Everett), and there is Mrs. Southworth, 
Mrs. E. D. E. N. (a daughter of Eve who has as- 
sumed the name of the old family mansion), who 
has written a number of sweetly pretty things, 
whose names we can never forget, as we never 
expect to know them. Who asks in regard to 
them, What do they prove ?

Ellicott in the applause of New Testament scholars. 
We do not hesitate to give to Ellicott the first rank 
,among them. Wordsworth, rich in solid matter, 
depends too much upon the past; he is often patristic 
to the point of feebleness. Alford, whose plan is 
admirable, wears too often the air of one who has 
crammed for the occasion, whose scholarship lies 
on him, and is not fully in him. In clearness, ripe 
judgment, and precision, we give Ellicott the first 
rank. As books to read, his commentaries are less 
pleasing than either of the others; as books for 
study, they are models. This second edition of his 
work on the Thessalonians differs little from the 
first. It forms the fifth part of his Commentary on 
the Epistles of St. Paul. It presents the Greek 
text, a marginal summary, valuable notes, replete 
with varied learning and unvarying good sense,

The 

History of the Cross is well known to have been one | 

of the most popular stories of the Middle Ages. Its 

author is said to have been Rufinus, a contemporary | 
of St. Jerome, and first his friend and afterwards 
his enemy. The present legend, constructed in 
verse by an unknown Dutch author, is supposed to 
be the translation of a Latin one aflixed to the ori- 
ginal block book of the “ Historia Crucis,” which | 
was sawn in pieces by Veldener in order to use 
separately the wood cuts in a quarto book. The 
block book itself is now lost, and no copy of it has 
ever been mentioned, but its existence in the time 
of Veldener is quite as certain as the existence of 
the folio edition of the “Speculum Humane Salva- 
tionis,” of which the blocks were used by him in 
the same way and published by him in the same 
year in which the “ History of the Cross” was pub- 
lished. It is thought that the blocks of the original | 
block book both of the “ History of the Cross” and 
of the “Speculum” may be traced back to the

Rifled Ordnance; a Practical Treatise on the Appli- 
cation of the Principle of the Rifle to Guns and 
Mortars of every Calibre: to which is added a new 
Theory of the Initial Action and Force of Fired 
Gunpowder. (Read before the Royal Society, 
16th December, 1858.) By Lynall Thomas, 
F.R.S.L. pp. 200. New York: D. Van Nostrand. 
This is a reprint of the fifth revised English edi- 

tion of the work. The author has no immediate 

connection with the English military service, but 
he proposes to investigate the theory of projectiles 
as a scientific inquirer. He is of opinion that there 
is not as yet any conclusive authority to which we 
may refer on the subject of rifled cannon, and that 
the proper mode of inquiry is to show in what 
manner the principle of the rifle should be applied 
—from an accurate standard obtained in the first 
instance—to guns of all sizes; in other words, that 
instead of confining effort to experiments directed 
solely to attempts to improve a single method, and 
that possessing inherent faults, it should be directed 
to the acquisition of a knowledge of the science, so 
that a system might be constructed based upon 
sound principles. The writer does justice to Sir 
William Armstrong’s abilities as an engineer and a 
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mechanician, but he attacks his principle of rifling, | 
and questions the advantages of the breach-loading 
ordnance. Viewing the Armstrong gun as a scien- | 
tific engine, or machine for the projection of an elon- | 
gated shot, he regards it as a chef-d’eurre, but, at | 
the same time, thinks that much has yet to be 
learned respecting rifled cannon; that no one can 
assert at present that the Armstrong gun—untried | 
as it is—is really the best suited, in every respect, | 
for actual warfare. The subjects of the different | 
chapters are rifled cannon, the turn of the rifling, | 
the manner in which a difference in the calibre in- | 
fluences the turn of the rifling, the projectile, the 
grooves and increasing spiral, the range of elonga- 
ted projectiles, experiments in gunnery, and the | 
nature of the action of fred gunpowder. In dis- 
cussing these topics, tne Armstrong, Lancaster, 
Whitworth, and other guns, are all passed under 
review, and the results of the different experiments 
at Shoeburyness, upon guns and projectiles, are 
stated quite fully. The writer expresses the opi- 
nion that no rifled gun has yet been adopted, in the 
English service, of a size sufficiently large to put 
out of the question all idea of a successful attack | 
by ships of war upon floating and shore batteries.

They are editions 
marked by critical value and by taste, and yet not | 
so delicate and dainty in form that we almost | 
shrink from handling them. On the contrary, they | 


are intended for use, and they must be regarded as | 


perhaps the best and most agreeable reading copies 
in the market. Even for schoolroom purposes, no 
better or, in all respects, cheaper copies can proba- 
bly be procured. The Burns and the Keats are new 
issues, and in different style. In size they are less 
than the volumes above mentioned, but larger than 
the blue, and gold series of Ticknor & Fields—in 
fact, almost intermediate between the two. They 
are bound in green cloth, and the tops only are gilt. 
By many persons they will doubtless be regarded as 
preferable in form to the blue and gold books, and 
as more conveniently handled. The Burns does 
not inform us by whom it has been edited. We 
infer, however, from a note which precedes the con- 
tents of the first volume, that all the previous edi- 
tions have been consulted, from the first, published 


at Kilmarnock in 1786, down to Blackie’s in 1846, | 


and that there are also a few poems which are add- 
ed for the first time in the present work. Letters 
of reference in the table of contents indicate the 
place where each poem first appeared, and the use 
of the volumes is facilitated by a Glossary, a Gen- 
eral Index of Titles, and the First Lines of Songe. 
The Keats is in the same style as the Burns. Prof. 
James R. Lowell contributed the Life, and doubtless 
edited the volume. We have long needed a good, 
inexpensive American edition of Keats, and are 
glad that it has now appeared. Prof. Lowell’s bio- 
graphical sketch will attract attention.
